declared.

confiscated 
has been found poisonous and dan­ 
gerous through chemical 
analysis, 
according to the chief. Much 4f 
I he liquor seized was destined for 
distribution here. "Bottled in bond" 
liquor was nothing more than corn 
whisky and other synthetic liquors, 
with fictitious labels. This is not 
new here, Buzz! said. 
Devious methods have been at­ 
tempted by the rumrunners to get 
their stock into this territory for 
disribution.
